Crops Raised by Ants. 


Recent study of ants has added an- 


other to the many facts that show the 
intelligence these insects possess. Tills 
latest discovery is that some species 
actually plant and raise their own 
crops. 


The big, lenf-cutting ant of the trop- 


ics is the most proficient species in 
the agricultural line. 
These ants vis- 


It plants and cut Uttle fragments out 
of the leaves. 
Sometimes they will 


ruin a whole plantation over night, 
leaving the plants with ragged frag- 
ments of their foliage. 


Until recently It. was supposed that 


the leaf-cutters ate the pieces of leaf. 
But now it is known (hat they carry 
the fragments to their mounds, wheie 
they chew them over and over, moist- 
ening them at the same time with add 
secretions until they have made a soft 
spongy ma.ss. 
This is kneaded and 


worked over and over again until it 
Is a big heap full of small holes. 


In this spongy mass the ants deposit 


the spores of a certain fungus which 
forms the gi eater part of their food 
supply. Different species of ants have 
different species of fungus. 


The most highly developed of them 


ill is giown by a Brazilian ant. It Is 
known as the Rozltes gongilophora. 
This fungus is very rich and full of 
albumen, which is particulaily loved by 
the ants. 


To produce most albumen the fun- 


gus must not be permitted to seed. Of 
course, this is a simple matter, well 
known to eveiy florist and agricultur- 
alist. But it certainly is wonderful that 
ants shoulJ have learned it. 


They attend to the 
pruning of the 


fungus stems and suckers just as care- 
fully as a human planter would. As 
soon as the fungus begins to grow it 
sends out fine, thread-like stems Into 
the air. If these are allowed to grow 
they will finally bear spores. 
But the 


ants do not permit them to grow. They 
keep certain members of their colo- 
nies busy biting them oft the moment 
they appear. 


Aftet being pruned for a short time 


the fungus begins to develop little 
swellings which are particularly rich 
in albumen. And-after being cultivated 
for a few months the little swellings

Perils that Overtook a Party in the 


Boer Country. 


The most remarkable escape 
from 


death J ever saw occurred at Klerks- 
dorp, Transvaal, on April 3, 1901. 
I 


belong to the royal engineers, and at the 
time 1 refer to was in company of four 
comrades trekking around Klerksdorp 
and ncighboihod in search of forage 
for our animuls 
We rmd to exercise 


givat caution owing to the fact that 
the Boers were In close vicinity. 
We 


had been soarchlng unsuccessfully for 
the best part of the day when, upon 
roudlng a kopje (nicknamed Gibraltar), 
we camo in sight of a group of sprlnbok 
grazing about three-quarter way up the 
copje. 
We therefore decided to relin- 


quish our uuest for forage in favor 
of deer hunting. 


The place where the doer were glaz- 


ing was about 400 feet abofe the veldt, 
level, and the sides of the kopje, almost 
as vertical as the wall of a house. 
To 


get there from wh"re we stood would 


ire a great amount of 
skill 
in 


climbing as well as an excellent nerve, 
and to go around to the front of the 
kopje would have take-n too much val- 
uable time. 
So, rather than risk a 


long shot, we came to the unanimous 
conclusion that thp heat thing to do 
would be for one of us to ascend the 
height and come upon the deer un- 
awares with charged magazine. 
Wr 


"tossed up" to see who shbuld make 
the climb, and the choice fell to a man 
named Stanley, who, "grousing" at his 
luck, commenced the ascent, and aft<r 
some very narrow escapes from slip- 
ping was successful in reaching 
a 


practically close position to the deer. 
We could see him taking dead aim, 
heard the report of the shot and saw 
one of the deer fall to his knees, while 
the others made a stampede straight 
for the place where Stanley was lying. 
We could see him frantically seeking 
for a way to escape, but there was 
none to be found. 


Directly behind him was a clear drop 


of 400 feet, and In front 
the 
deer 


dashing at terrific speed straight 
at 


him. 
His only course \\as to meet 


the deer with another shot and trust 
trust to this, to either stop or t^ra 


them. This he did but instead turning 
them as he anticipated it merely gave 
force to their already great terror and 
infurialion. 
Two big bucks 
made 


rush at-him simultaneously, but, being 
blind with ) 3rror, collided with each 
other a, few yards In front of where 
he was. 
ThL result of this was that 


on» of them came crashing down to 
within a few feet of where we stood. 
The other, being a larg?r one, soon re- 
covered himself, and, see'ng Stanley 
in front of him, made a terrific charge, 
catching him square in the chest and 
sending him over the side of the kopji. 


We all expected to see him smashed 


in full view of our eyes, but—marvelous 
to tell—what w* 'consider a real mir- 
acle happened, for as he fell backwards 
his legging strap by some means came 
unfastened and caugh.t by the buckle 
between two rocks. 
The deer could 


not stop its rush, and wont with ter- 
rific velocity wpll out over our chum's 
body down to rejoin its mate at the 
foot of the height, . We all made a run 
to help Stanley 1mt stopped suddenly on 
hearing a shot and seeing one of the 
remaining deer drop to the ground, but 
not to die, for it rose again suddenly 
and, followed by the remainder of the 
group, which were too terrified to see 
where they were 
going, 
charged 


straight for the edg" of the height 
where Stanley was hanging head down- 
ward. 


Too late! 
They tried to save them- 


selves going over and went crashing 
down, taking the rocks that held Stan- 
ley with them. 
Of course, directly the 


rocks went that held him suspended. 
Stanley followed, but had not gone 
far when his bandolier caught on 
bush, checking his fall slightly, but 
proving fortunate, as before he had 
gone much farther he brought tip on 
a projecting rock which, but for the 
bush checking his fall, would have 
dashed him to pieces. 
This had all 


occurred in a minute, and when we 
had Rot over our fascination we bad 
time to see who had flrfd tile last shot 
at the d«er. 


We were soon assured as to the rifle- 


man, for bullets began to strike around 
us, and before we could realize. It two 
of us, myself Included, were wounded. 
We then saw a party ot about flfty 


Boers, who I havi> no doubt were ther» 
for the same purpose as ourselves. It 


ti absolutely useles to fight In tho 


circumstances, so we reluctantly sur- 
•endered. and at once called our cap- 
tois' attention to oxir comrade down 
the side of the height. 
By knotting 


t"ther ropes together we were enabled 
to let one of our parly down, 
nnd 


quickly had Stanley up. 
He was a 


pitiable sight, and 
was 
violently 


Vomiting blood, besides having three 
ribs and his left leg broken. 


The Boers rele-ised us and we found 


our way to camp, with Stanley on an 
Improvised strpti-her. 
Thanks to a 


strong constitution and a good dot tor 
he has survived his Illness, and is nt 
this moment well as ever he was.—Lon- 
don Tit Bits.

There are today advo- 


cates of both deep and shallow plant- 
Ins. 
There is also a difference 
of 


opinion among growers as to the dis- 
tance necessary between the plants. It 
Is conceded that, as a rule, the lows 
should run north and south, so as to 
secure the full benefit of the sunshine. 
Loosening the soil at the bottom of the 
plants and placing manure about their 
roots has been 
Urgely 
abandoned, 


while, instead, the tops are now given 
the bulk ot attention. 


The bulletin sent out from Washing- 


ton contains many Interesting points 
about asparagus, including its history, 
a few points of which we will epito- 
mize. Asparagus was first known 
to 


the Romans as a medical plant. It then 
grew to great size 
Pllhy was able to 


record spears of asparagus weighing 
three to the pound. 
The Gauls, Ger- 


mans and Britons learned of Its value 
from the Romans and engaged in Its 
cultivation. 
In France, Holland, Ger- 


many and Hungary it was early gath- 
ered for the wealthy classes by the 
peasantry. The earliest settlers brought 
asparagus seed to America and found 
the soil and climate suitable. Besides 
Long- Island, New Jersey and Colo- 
rado, asparagus is now cultivated to 
quite an extent in the Mississippi val- 
ley and on the Pacific slope. 
The 


demand for asparagus today is greater 
than the supply. 


One more agricultural novelty in 


Colorado demands attention. 
It is 


an 8ff-acre currant patch. As far as is 
known, this is the 
largest currant 


patch extant It It situated like the as- 
paragus bed at Longmont. In this cur- 
rant patch there aie 135,000 plants set 
out In lows seven 
feet apart. 
The 


plants are three and a half feet apart 
In the rows. 
One hundred and lifty 


hands, old and young, are employed at 
picking time. One and one-fourth cents 
per pound Is paid for 
picking, which 


enables expert pickers to make us high 
as $2.50 per day. 
A currant bush in 


Colorado will produce at least a gal- 
lon of, currants. 
Some produce ten 


gallons. 
Owing to Irrigation, It is 


claimed that the berries are superior 
In flavor to those grown under other 
conditions.—Scientific American.

The Donvig life-saving globe, recent- 


ly mentioned in the Scientific Ameri- 
can, was tested on Novembei 19 in the 
English channel, while a stiff easterly 
gale- was blowing.

the Norwegian Inventor's devise be- 
haved well. 
The globe, without its 


crew, was first towed, out to sea be" 
twcen Dover and South Foreland. A 
strong wind raised terrific seas, 
but 


the globe rode over the waves like a 
cork. 
Captain Dorrvlg and three men 


boarded the globe after It had been 
towed Into quieter water. 
The globe 


was then taken out to sen, where the 
force of the wind and seas uas given 
full play. The globe and its occupants 
was cast off, but showed no Inclination 
to roll over. 
After tossing about for 


10 or 15 minutes, Donvig and one of 
the sailors emerged from a manhole, 
and, lashing themselves on the outside 
of the globe, set a small sail, which 
they pulled through the manhole after 
them. 
The air funnel on the globe 


was used as a, mast. By rtieans ,of this 
diminutive sail Captain Donvig man- 
aged to steer the globe in a fairly 
straight course for several miles back 
to Dovei harbor. 


The life-boat Invented by J. Mitchell 


of Manitoba was recently launched at 
Dartmouth, N. S , and tested by Cap- 
tain Bloomfield Douglas, R. N. R. The 
boat, 
which 
Is 
eigar-shapel, 
was 


launched from a wharf 14 feet above 
the level of the water. 
After showing 


the easy manner in which the 
boat 


could be rowed, the crew made a 
test for the purpose of proving that 
the boat was self-righting 
With the 


efforts of a number of men pulling on 
lopes, attached to both ends, the boat 
was overtuined Almost instantly, it 
recovered its proper position.

Is Shunned By All For It U the Home 


of Leper*. 


Lying IB one of the world's most 


beautiful archipelagoes, washed by the 
blue waves of orte of Its most 
pic- 


turesque inland seaa, Is North Ameri- 
ca's only leper island. 
Maintained rn 


secret as the abiding place of wretched 
human beings whose curse necessitates 
their exclusion from all of mankind, 
It Is known to few of those who pass 
it and Is shunned by all who have 
learned its hideous story. 
Darcy isl- 


land is the property of the city of 
Victoria, British Columbia. 
It is the 


dyinrj place for those lepers who are 
found among the thousands of canneiy 
Chineses in that and other British 
Columbian dties. 


The curse of those who werfe -plttced 


upon it has seemingly over-taken this 
Island. Fair In the track of the Alas- 
kan fleet, passed each wsen. by scores 
of vessels, Its shores are nevei visited 
except at rar"e intervals, by any save 
those who call never leave. 
It was 


set apart as a place for men to die, 
and none save those who a*e marked 
for death land on its beach. 
It Is a 


sepulcher for those living Who are 
dead to their fpllow-men. 


Darcy Island ft one o? the few leper 


settlpments In the world, and IB unique 
among them all. 
Unlike other colon- 


lea, it has neither , nurses nor medi- 
cal attendants for the living,'nor has 
It priests for the Oead. Its Inhabitants 
are landed on Its shores and left to 
die and bArry 
1 one Another. 
Food and 


supplies are brought thi?m from the 
little town of Slutrey hear by, and what 
tools and gardening utensils they need. 
Otherwise they are left alone—each to 
watch the others waste away while he 
fcitnself waits for death. 


The Island lies in terll strait, several 


mileg north of the straiCs of Juan de 
Fuea, out Into which it looks. 
It is 


close to the east shore of Vancouver 
island, near its south end. 
It IB far 


west from tho northern end of San 
Juan island, and separated from it by 
only a few miles of salt water. 
It is; 


one of an archipelago 
dotting 
the 


northern entrance from British 
Col- 


umbian waters into the straits of JUan 
d.3 Fuca, which lie between the two na- 
tions. 
It IB about two miles in length 


by half a mile In width. 
It la well 


wooded and Is watered by e, couple of 
springs and a small stream. 
At Its 


southern end la a small clearing. Hera 
lies the leper settlement. 
This set- 


tlement -*as built by the city of Vic- 
toria, which purchased the Island from 
tne provincial government ten yearrt 
ago. 
It consists of four well-built 


houses and a number of out-buildings, 
surrounded by a cleared space of about 
six acres. 
About these other small 


buildings, erected by the lepers them- 
selves, have sprung up from time to 
time ana have fallen again 10 decey. 


When this island was purchased and 


the first houses built, some twenty 
lepers existed In the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 
The cases 
occurred 


among the cannery Chinese of 
the 


Fraser Hver arid of the salmon fisher- 
ies along the coast. 
These coolies 


work long hours during the fishing 
season. 
They live/ 
-wretchedly 
on 


meagre wages. 
Their diet is mainly 


ft ifulat Minions-Bad it rarely 


varied during the fishing season, save 
by a little rice. 
The conditions In 


some of the Chinese nshing settlements 
along the Ffaser and in some of the 
Chiness Salmon canneries, among the 
coolie workmen, Is extremely conduc- 
ive to any sort of blood or skin dis- 
ease. 
Tho diet would Itself lead to 


an impoverished condition of the blood. 
When the coolies go to Victoria or 
Vancouver for the winter they live 
better. 
In a .race already Impover- 


ished by inbreeding, leprosy Is one of 
the natural results of huch suri'ound- 
ing conditions. 
As a consequence, be- 


tyte stricter health regulations were 
enforced among the Chinese in 
the 


province of British Columbia, leprosy 
sprang up- 
This WHS the cause of the 


purchase by the city of Victoria of 
Darcy island—Brooklyn
